But being a Cunning Popular Man, he gained {uch 
a Parry over co his Opinion and Tuntereft, thar cho’ 
he had been.admonithed by the Emperor Cor/tar- 


gine to retract bis Errors, he continued Obftinare, 


till he was Banifhed and his Writings ordered to be 


Burnt by the General Council of Nice, which had 


been Affembied by Command of the Emperor upon 


this Occafion. Notwithftanding by the Incereft of 


the Emperor's Sifter Conftawtsa and of Eujebius Bi 
fh p of Nicomedsa, a Perion of a Scandalous Lite, 
his Ceufe was brought to ancther Hearing Upon 
which Occafion there happened a Terribie Conteft 


becween this Eufedrus and Al-xander then Buthop of 


Conjlantincple where the Council was Affembied. 


Alexander him{cit up in the Temple ard ear- 


neftly Pray’d that God woud free the Church 


thofe Vexatious Dilowes and appear in Defence of 


Truth which was like to be Oppretfed. The next 
Morning atrer be had thus Prayed, Arius coming 
with his Frends to the Place of Council, felr a 
Severe Griping in his Guts, upon which he went 
afide to an Houle of Kafement, into which toge- 
ther with his Excrements he voided his Bowels and 
in this great Torment Died,
